POSTAL PROGRESS. 


IN response to a request from the House of 
Representatives, made on motion of Represen- 
tative Money, who seems to be the special 
champion of postal interests 
Postmaster-General Key has 
facts as to the influence on postal revenues of 
sec. 232, Postal Laws and Regulations. This 
is the section under which certain writing not 
in the nature of personal correspondence is 
permitted in connection with printed matter of 
the third class. The Secretary says ‘as to the 
origin of the section : 


in Congress, 


“Tt was the intention of the Department in 
framing the bill, which was submitted to Con- 
gress and subsequently enacted into the law of 
March 3, 1879, to permit writing not in the na- 
ture of personal correspondence to be placed 
upon printed matter, without subjecting the 
matter to letter rates of postage. 

‘“ This was fully understood by Congress and 
the public, and mainly on this account the Act 
of March 3, 1879, was hailed by the entire press 
of the country as one of the greatest advances 
ever made in our postal system. 

“When the question arose of drawing the 
distinction between writing in the nature of 
personal correspondence and that which was 
permissible under the new law, it was thought 


ble construction of sec. 22 of the Act of March 
3, 1879, would permit fvinted commercial papers 
to be filled out in writing, without subjecting 
the matter to letter rates. Such papers wholly 
in writing must still pay letter postage in our 


- | domestic mails, although they may be sent from 


San Francisco across the continent to Europe 
at the reduced rates. Accordingly I directed 
the adoption of section 232, which is practi- 
cally a combination of sections 16 and 17 of 
the Regulations of the Universal Postal Union, 
so far as is permissible under our law.” 


In accordance with the conservative traditions 
that seem ineradicable in certain of the larger 


| offices, the postmaster at New York expressed

Regulations of the Convention of Paris, adopted | 


for the government of the Universal Postal 
Union by the ablest representatives of all the 
postal services of the civilized world.” 

He then cites the details of the Universal 
Postal Union arrangements, which extend the 
printed matter rate to include not only inciden- 


his fears that the revenue would be injuriously 
affected. In response to this, the Postmaster- 
General referred to the similar fears expressed 
on the introduction of postal-cards, and cited 
the increase of total returns to the department 
through their adoption, as the best evidence in 
point. This letter said, under date of June 6, 
1879: 

‘* The whole history of postal legislation in 
this country and abroad shows that any reduc- 
tion in the rate of postage or liberalizing of the 
postal regulations in the interest of the people, 
is always sure to result in an increased use of 
the mails by the people, and a consequent in- 
crease of the revenues of the Department, pre- 
mising, of course, that the rate of postage should 
never be reduced below the actual cost of dis- 
tribution and dispatch, transportation and pro- 
tection. It is not believed that the Department 
does incur any loss in the transportation of mail 
matter at third-class rates., viz.: one cent for 
each two ounces, or eight cents per pound. In 
view of the fact that parties interested in the 
transporting of packages for hire have recently 
protested against this liberalizing policy of the 
Department, respecting the rates for the trans- 
portation of third-class matter, it might be fair 
to assume that there was some profit in it. 

‘I see no reason why the Post-Office Depart- 
ment, more than the Army and Navy or any 
other departments of the government, should 
be conducted for the purpose of making money, 
It is supported by the money of the people, and 
the people have a right to demand from it the 
utmost facilities at the lowest possible cost, 
either in the rate of postage or in taxes for its 
support. 
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“ Holding these views, whenever it shall ap- 
pear that the revenues of the Department are 
exceeding its expenses, I should recommend a 
still further reduction in the rates of postage, 
and a more liberal classification of mail matter, 
so as to place our domestic postal system in 
entire harmony with that of the Universal Post- 
al Union.” 


As the conclusion of his reply to the request 
of the House, the Postmaster-General reiterates 
his adhesion to this principle, and while stating 
that the effect which the adoption of the regu- 
lation in question has had upon the revenues 
can only be estimated, presents reports from 
the auditor’s department showing a steady 
increase of postal revenue in the fiscal 
years ending June 30, 1878, 1879, and 1880. 


The returns from the post-offices at New 
York, Philadelphia, Chicago, Boston, St. 
Louis and Cincinnati (which rank in the 


order named) show an improvement for the 
first three quarters in each year corresponding 
generally to that in New York, which reported 
for nine months of 1877-8, $1,499,279.36; 
1878-9, $1,643,323.33 ; 1879-80, $1,988,719.99— 
an increase in two years of a full third. The 
sales of postage stamps have increased over 13 
per centin the past year. Inthe first two quar- 
ters of the fiscal year the total revenues of the 
Department were for 1877-8, $14,253,316.05 ; 
for 1878-9, 14,422,245.04; for 1879-80, $15,950,- 
482.12, an increase of over I2 per cent in two 
years, despite the fact that during the whole of 
the period last named the laws which alarmists 
threatened would ruin the Department were in 
full force. These facts and figures fully con- 
firm the position held by the Department and 
by business men, and we present them in order 


that the latter may press for all legislation | 


necessary to enable the Department to carry 
out to the full the liberal policy which now 
inspires it.

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REMINISCENCES OF WILLIAM H 
APPLETON. 


[Interview in V. Y. Herald, April 18, 1880. |} 


My recollections as a publisher extend over 
a period of fifty years. I can remember when 
my father kept a bookstore on Exchange Place. 
It stood just back of the Custom House, but 
the street was not the resort of brokers and 
bankers that it is to-day. Ladies promenaded 
that narrow throughfare and fashionable life 
was found down around the Battery and Bowl- 
ing Green. My father was a retail dealer then. 
and made quite a little fame in the trade as an 
importer of foreign books. He opened the 
store in Exchange Place in 1825 and published 
his first book in 1831. This book was about 
three inches square and half an inch thick, but 
its publication caused the firm of D. Appleton 
& Co. more anxiety than the “ American En- 
cyclopedia,” undertaken some thirty years 
later. The little book was called ‘‘ Crumbs 
from the Master’s Table,” and consisted of se- 
lections from Bible texts. We sold about a 
thousand ‘‘ Crumbs,”’ and were very well satis- 
fied, sb well indeed that we followed it bya 
similar book, which was equally successful. 
The third book we published was called ‘‘A 
Refuge in Time of Plague and Pestilence,” and 
it had an enormous sale, for it appeared in 1832, 
the terrible cholera year, and the public mistook 
it for a treatise on that disease, whereas it was a 
religious volume, pointing out Christ as the 
refuge. Some twenty-five years ago a paragraph 
appeared in the papers saying that we would 
give a copy of the largest book we published to 
any one who would give usa copy of “ Crumbs.” 
This announcement was seen by an old lady in 
Maryland, who sent us the little book, and we 
sent her one twenty times its size in return. [| 
had the old and worn covers taken off, and 
paid $35 to have it handsomely bound, and I 
keep it in avelvet-lined silver box at my house. 
My father gave more attention to importing 
than to making books, and sent me over to 
England to establish an agency in London. [| 


was twenty-one years of age then, and I very 








well remember meeting Tom Moore at a dinner 
given by the well-known publisher, Longmans. 
In those times Mr. Longmans gave his dinners in 
a room over the shop, and it was a great gather- 
ing place for the literary lights of the day. No, 
I didn’t hear Moore sing, but I heard him talk. 
He was very genial and amusing, and I was 
very much impressed. 

“You have been abroad a number of times 
since ?” 

‘« Yes, a great many times, and I have met a 
great many interesting people. We deal di- 
rectly with most of our foreign authors, and pay 
them the same copyright that we do American 
authors. As a rule we publish from the English 
plates, though we have published from Spen- 
cer’s manuscript. He is a very particular 
writer, and almost entirely rewrites his articles 
from the proof-sheets. Huxley reads his proot! 
in the manuscript; that is, he writes very care- 
fully at first, so that there is very little correction 
made in the proofs. Bancroft is a very particu- 
lar writer, and it takes him a long time to pre- 
pare a book for the press. He is at work now 
on a new volume of his history, but it is impos- 
sible to say when it will be ready.” 

‘* How was Mr. Bryant as a maker of manu- 
script ?” 
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‘‘Mr. Bryant did all his laboring over the 
first draft of his poems, and the manuscript as 
we received it was like copper-plate.” 

“ How do his works sell ?” 

“They have sold better since his death than 
before, for some reason or other.” 

‘‘What is the best selling book you publish, 
if not too impertinent a question ?” 

‘‘ The best selling book we publish is ‘ Web- 
ster’s Speller,’ and it has the largest sale of any 
book in the world except the Bible. We sella 
million copies a year.” 

‘‘A million copies a year 

‘Yes, and have for forty years, making 
40,000,000 of ‘ Webster’s Spellers’ that have is- 
sued from our presses. The year following the 
war we sold 1,500,000, because every negro 
in the South thought it only necessary to have 
a ‘ Webster’s Speller’ to read. After that year 
it fell back to the original million,and has never 
varied. We sell them in cases of seventy-two 
dozen, and they are bought by all the large dry- 
goods houses and supply stores and furnished 
by them to every cross-roads store in the 
country.” 

“Can you always tell whether a book will be 
successful ?”

‘“No more than a manager can predict the | 


success of aplay. For example, when‘ Lothair’ 
was written we determined to publish it. The 
firm held a consultation, and some of the mem- 
bers were for printing an edition of 2000, while 
others thought that was too many, and doubted 
whether 1000 would sell. Finally we agreed to 
venture with 2000. You may imagine our sur- 
prise when I tell you that we sold 80,000 copies 
of that novel. We have to thank the Hera/d for 
a great deal of this success, for that paper gave 
it a powerful lift in this country. I have Mr. 
Disraeli’s letter on the subject here in the safe. 
You may use it if you care to.” 

The letter is dated Grosvenor Gate, July 7th, 
1870. The style of writing is peculiar. Although 
it continues over the page the name of the firm 
is written in the left hand corner of the first 
page, and the first word of the succeeding page 
is given on the one before, after the style of old- 
fashioned books. The signature which is given 
to the letter and on the envelope is written with 
a small “ i” —Disraeli. 

“T rejoice,” he writes, ‘‘to hear that your en- 
terprise has been so successful, and that ‘ Lo- 
thair’ has gained the sympathies of your coun- 
trymen, whose public courtesy I have often ex- 
perienced and whose esteem and regard I value 
highly. Baron Tauchnitz writes to me that 
‘Lothair’ has received almost as warm a wel- 
come in Germany as in the States. So he isa 
fortunate young man.” 

Another successful novel was Miss Mihl- 
bach’s “ Joseph II. and His Court.” Mr. W. 
W. Appleton while travelling down South came 
across a copy of this book, printed at Atlanta, 
Ga., during the war. e bought it as a curios- 
ity, for it was wretchedly printed on wrapping- 
paper. Having an idle hour or so one day he 
read the work, and was at once struck by the 
elements of popularity in it, and it was published 
by the firm. Every one will remember the suc- 
cess of this story and how it was followed by a 
long series by the same author. Before the 
accident that led to the publication of “ Joseph 
II.,” Miss Miihlbach’s novels had been offered 
to nearly every publisher in New York, the 
Appletons among the number, and refused. 
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Two very successful American books are 
‘*Seward’s Travels Around the World” and 
‘* General Sherman’s Memoirs.” General Sher- 
man, Mr. Appleton says, is as fast a writer as he 
is a talker, and he seldom has to correct his 
manuscript.. He wrote out all the book himself 
except a few pages that were rewritten by his 
secretary. Mr. W. W. Appleton has the manu- 
script bound, and it makes four large volumes. 

“T should like,” said Mr. Appleton, taking up 
a pencil and sheet of paper, ‘‘to show you the 
cost of book-making. I don’t believe that peo- 
ple, when they buy a book for fifty cents, have 
any idea of the capital invested to bring it down 
at that price. For example, it cost us $138,000 
to publish ‘‘ Picturesque America,” and that 
without adding the cost of printing. . . .* 
An even more costly venture was the ‘American 
Cyclopedia,’ for which the public has paid $5,- 
It 
costs an immense amount of money to. carry on 
our factory in Williamsburgh. We employ 600 
hands, and pay out $293,470 in wages annually. 

‘* You may observe that the firm-name con- 
tinues to be D. Appleton & Co. There have 
been three generations in the firm, which will be 
always known as at present, in accordance with 
the wish of its founder, my father. On winding 
up his business he said.to me, ‘William, I 
never had much personal pride, but I do feel 
proud of this business,and i do wish you would 
keep the name of Daniel as long as you can.’ 
I replied that it should be kept as long as the 
law would allow it, and that 1 would never sign 
a check or a note unless his name was written 
in full, and I have been able to keep my prom- 
ise,”

GILLOTT’S BEGINNINGS. 


Few persons who use steel pens on which is 


| stamped “ Gillott,” have any idea of the story 


of suffering, of indomitable pluck and persist- 


| ence, which belong to the placing of that name 


on that article. A long depression in trade in 
England threw thousands of Sheffield mechanics 


| out of work, among them Joseph Gillott, then 


twenty-one years of age. e left the city with 


| but a shiJling in his pocket. Reaching Bir- 


mingham, he went into an old inn and sat down 


| upon a wooden settle in the tap-room. His 


last penny was spent fora roll. He was weak, 
hungry, and ill. Hehad not a friend in Bir- 
mingham, and there was little chance that he 


| would find work. In his despondency he was 


tempted to give up, and turn beggar or tramp. 
Then a sudden fiery energy seized him. He 


| brought his fist down on the table, declaring to 
| himself that he would try and trust in God, 


come what would. He found work that day in 
making belt buckles, which were then fashion- 
able. As soon ashe had saved a pound or two, 


he hired a garret in Bread Street, and there 
| carried on work for himself, bringing his taste 
| and his knowledge of tools into constant use, 
| even when working at hand-made goods. This 


was the secret of Gillott’s success. Other 


_ workmen drudged on passively in the old ruts. 
| He was wide-awake, eager to improve his work, 
| or to shorten the way of working. He fell in 


love with a pretty and sensible girl named Mit- 
chell, who, with her brothers, was making steel 
pens. Each pen was then clipped, punched, 


| and polished by hand, and pens were sold con- 


sequently at enormously high prices. Gillott at 
once brought his skill in tools to bear on the 
matter, and soon invented a machine which 


| turned the points out by thousands, in the time 


that a man would require to make one. He 


married Miss Mitchell,‘and they carried on the 


manufacture together for years. On the morn- 
ing of his marriage, the industrious young 


| workman made a gross of pens, and sold them 


to pay the wedding fees. In his old age, hav- 


_ ing reaped an enormous fortune by his shrewd- 


ness, honesty, and industry, Mr. Gillott went 
again to the old inn, bought the settle, and had 


| the square on which he sat that night sawed out 


and made into a chair, which he left as an heir- 


loom to his family, to remind them of the se- 


cret of his success. — Zhe Stationer, London.

At the same time I recognize that in ac- 
knowledging my rights as Author you have 
left me no ground of complaint personally and 
I cannot but feel sensible of the good intentions 
which you have to myself.

be helped rather than injured by the extracts. 
The Court was of another mind, and fined the 
Reveil 1000 francs and the costs of the suit.

A CHINESE PUBLISHING DEPART- 
MENT. 


AN interesting report has been drawn up by 
Mr. John Fryer on the department for the trans- 
lation of foreign books at the Kiangnan Arse- 
nal, Shanghai, in which, after giving an account 
of its history, it furnishes a detailed explana- 
tion of its system of working. The department 
has been at work, as far as publication is con- 


HAVING been particularly busy with parts of 
my business more profitable to me than are 
books, I have but just taken up your issue of 
March 27th, which contains, from a bookseller 
and signed “ A. Vic Tim,” a letter which should 
not only be read, but “re-read” by every 
publisher in the land and carefully considered 
by them. It has been my experience, as well 
as that of other booksellers in different parts of 
this country, that it does not pay, outside of the 
very largest cities, to carry a well-selected and 
representative stock of books, and I| question 
the profits even in large cities when one has no 
list of their own. 

I have tried it all kinds of ways, first 
selling at full retail prices in all cases where 
parties were not buying for libraries of one 
kind or another, but soun I found that I must 
give to doctors, lawyers, ministers, school- 
marms, deacons, sextons, librarians, assist- 
ants, bankers, merchants, and, in fact, to every- 
body who claimed to be related to these peo- 
ple, a discount varying from twenty per cent 
to one third off, and if I found a party who 
said nothing about a discount, and paid full 
price, it was sure to be some shop-girl or per- 
son who could ill afford to pay the price. For 
one, I should like to see the retail prices of all 
books reduced, and a less discount strictly en- 
forced in all cases, with, perhaps, a living 
additional discount to the real jobbers, and no 
books sold, either by the jobber or the pub- 
lisher, except to those recognized in the trade— 
and I mean by being in the trade, recognized 
as booksellers by carrying a stock warranted in 
their territory. For my part, I never could see 
why a minister should have a discount any 
more than those in other walks of life. They

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and everybody out of the trade should alike 
pay the full retail price of the books, and any 
dealer making a direct or indirect discount be 
deprived directly and indirectly of getting 
books. I am now selling my stock as best I 
can, without any regard to what others are sell- 
ing, getting a fair profit on what I am able to 
buy at, and making more than I probably could 
by dabbling with discounts, though I would 
like to see above or similar results brought 
about, difficult as they are, for I believe that 
publisher and retailer would alike be much 
benefited.
